“and Joswph Bonnett, which followed the 
* vecont Royal Aquarium Billiard Tournament, 

conclusively, established the ‘might of “J. 
Roborts to bo considered the best player in 
England, oithor at the all-round game, spot 
stroke barred, or when playing under the 
ordinary rules which govorn English biiarda. 
‘His undoubted. supremacy ovor all ‘other 
phayors, both past and pregont, on a billiard
